Gentlemen-: 


Old  Age  Assistance  has  shown  another  decrease  in  1964  over  I963, 
and  we  may  expect  a decrease  in  I965,  although  not  as  much  as  anticipated, 
due  to  increased  exemptions  in  legal  contributions  of  children. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  has  shown  a decided  increase  and 
will  continue  to  do  so  in  1965*  based  on  the  present  application  intake  on 
this  particular  category  of  assistance,  and  the  expectation  of  a rise  in 
Nursing  Home  rates. 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  continues  to  increase, 
due  to  the  liberalization  of  this  program,  increase  in  case  load  and  transfer 
of  cases  from  other  cities  and  towns.  In  1964,  5 cases  representing  23  el- 
igible persons  were  transferred  to  Newburyport,  and  the  present  trend  would 
indicate  a greater  number  of  transfers  in  I965. 

Disability  Assistance  also  shows  an  increase  in  1964,  which  we 
expect  to  continue  in  1965 . 

General  Relief  will  undoubtedly  show  an  increase  in  I965,  due  to 
the  unemployment  situation  in  this  locality. 

The  gross  expenditures  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1964  were  $820,111.00.  The  receipts  for  1964  were  $646,291.80,  leaving 
an  approximate  net  cost  to  the  City  of  Newburyport  of  $173 » 819. 20.

During  1964,  the  library  was  open  304  days  with  103,122  books 
circulated  for  home  use.  This  represents  a decrease  of  3,415  books 
circulated  as  compared  to  total  book  circulation  in  1963.

In  1963  our  circulation  figures  showed  a large  gain  In  a single 
year  of  9,721  books.  In  1964  we  have  gained  6,306  books  circulated 
in  comparison  with  1962, 

The  total  number  of  card  holders  increased  from  14,619  at  the 
end  of  1963  to  15,027  at  the  end  of  1964  - a net  gain  o^  408  despitt 
the  cancellation  of  1,435  expires  numbers,  '^’he  number  of  juvenile 
card-holders  increased  by  176  in  the  past  year,  while  adult  card- 
holders increased  by  232,  Newbury  card-holders  number  968  at  the 
end  of  1964  - an  increase  of  96  over  the  previous  year,-  Of  this 
number  633  are  adult  card-holders  (an  increase  of  67  over  1963)  and 
335  are  children. 

The  total  book  stock  of  the  library  increased  from  105,052 
volumes  at  the  end  of  1963  to  106,568  at  the  end  of  1964,  Books 
added  in  1964  numbered  1,885  while  369  books  were  withdrawn  during 
the  same  period,  'Tie  net  gain  to  the  book  stock  was  1,516  volumes, 
^orn  out  or  obsolete  books  have  been  v/lthdrawn,  as  time  wo\ild  permit 
but  the  needs  of  students  have  made  it  necessary  to  retain  many 
older  but  still  needed  titles.  New  books  are  constantly  being  pub- 
lished - new  subjects  appear  on  the  horizon.  Additional  book  shelv- 
ing is  of  the  utmost  urgency  to  alleviate  the  crowded  condition  of 
our  book  shelves  and  to  function  efficiently.  It  is  our  fervent  hope 
that  steps  to  alleviate  crowded  conditions  can  be  taken  in  1965 

The  Children’s  Room  of  the  Main  Library  was  much  used  in  1964, 
Although  juvenile  book  circulation  decreased  over  the  previous  year 
there  was.  a marked  increase  in  the  use  in  the  library  of  reference 
books,  magazines  and  pamphlets  in  order  to  complete  school  assign- 
ments, A number  of  assignments  have  required  the  use  of  adult 
materials  made  temporarily  reference  in  the  Children’s  Room  for  the 
use  of  all.  For  example,  a recent  edition  of  the  ^Statesman's  Year 
Book”  supplements  the  encyclopedias  and  magazines  such  as  '’’ime  and 
Newsweek  to  furnish  information  on  the  new  countries  of  Africa, 

During  1964,  21  school  deposits  (of  thirty  or  more  juvenile  books) 
were  lent  to  teachers  for  use  in  classrooms.  Four  Sta^e  Reading 
Certificates  were  issued. 

Story  hours,  held  Saturday  mornings,  from  March  through  June 
and  October  through  December  were  well  attended. 

The  1964  Vacation  Reading  Club,  based  on  the  gam.e  of  Hopscotch, 
provided  reading  enjoyment  for  129  children  who  jo:ned.  Many 
children  showed  improve’^ent  in  the  skill  of  summarizing  a story 
and  comprehension  of  the  books  they  read,  '^vo  parties  were  held  in 
September  for  the  forty  children  v;ho  completed  the  program. 

Book  V/eek,  November  1-7,  was  observed  with  special  book  dis- 
plays and  story  hours.  Miss  Clancy  revle-ed  seme  of  the  ne;v  child- 
ren's books  for  the  Women  of  the  Moose  and  was  presented  with  a 
book  for  the  Children’s  Room, 

Three  teacher  brought  their  classes  to  learn  about  the  i-lbrary 
and  for  special  story  hoijirs.  One  of  these  groups  came  in  December 
and  sat  near  the  Christmas  tree. 
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In  March,  a considerable  group  of  Brownies  brought  by  two  Te  aders 
were  conducted  on  a tour  of  the  library  by  Miss  Kuechle,  The  high 
spot  of  the  tour  for  most  of  the  girls  was  the  thrilling  journey  up 
the  spiral  staircase. 

National  Book  ’^eed,  April  13-18,  was  observed  in  the  Children's 
Room  by  story  hours.  Miss  Brown's  kindergarten  classes  visited  the 
library  during  the  week  and  signed  up  for  library  cards. 

The  Librarian  spoke  briefly  on  the  history  and  services  of  the 
Newburyport  Public  Library  on  Station  W,N,B,P,  The  library  of  each 
community  served  by  the  station  was  represented  on  the  air  during 
National  Library  ’’"eek.  In  addition,  special  exhibits  of  new  books 
and  posters  were  exhibited  that  week  in  store  windows  of  Chase's 
Confectionery  Store,  Krays',  Pray's  and  the  Premier  Furniture  Store, 
The  reference  department  continued  in  1964  to  be  filled  to 
capacity  every  afternoon  and  evening  during  the  school  year.  The 
influx  of  high  school  and  college  students  began  in  the  mornings 
during  the  Spring  and  Chrlstm^as  vacations  and  continued  steadily 
throughout  the  day,  QueBtlons  were  varied  in  scope  - ranging  the 
fields  of  history  (especially  the  American,  French  and  Russian  Revol- 
utions), modern’  problems  such  as  water  conservation,  urban  renewal, 
the  U,N,  There  was  great  interest,  among  people  of  all  ages,  in 
books  about  John  F,  Kennedy,  Genealogy  questions  were  numerous  and 
there  was  a lively  interest  in  the  history  of  Newburyport  - spurred 
no  dnubt,  by  the  question  of  Newburyport ’ s future,  and  the  publica- 
tion of  three  new  histories  of  Newburyport,  and  a best-seller 
children's  book  ”The  Strange  House  of  Newburyport”, 

During  1964  the  State  Division  of  Library  Extension  lent  us  a 
total  of  187  books,  ten  of  which  were  in  Russian.  The  Newburyport 
Public  Library  lent  thirteen  books,  or  reels  of  microfilm  to 
Amesbury  Public  Library,  Florida  State  University  Library  and  Wis- 
consin State  College  Library. 

There  were  no  major  renovations  carriea  on  as  part  of  the  long 
range  improvements  to  the  library  in  1964,  although  there  were 
several  major  repairs  - to  the  roof  and  gutters  of  the  main  library 
building,  to  replacing  a number  of  ballasts  of  the  fluorescent 
fixtures,  and  to  rewiring  of  the  Emma  L.  Andrews  Library,  A generous 
gift  from  Colonel  and  Mrs.  R.V.C.  Bodley,  the  proceeds  of  opening 
Challley  Gardens  ^o  the  public  the  last  week-end  in  May,  provided 
funds  for  a new  sign  at  the  front  of  the  Library  building  and  a 
complete  j^.uaing  of  shrubbery. 

Two  valuable  members  of  the  library  staff  resigned  in  1964^ 

Mrs,  Denise  Callahan  in  June  to  devote  her  time  to  a nev/  baby,  and 
Miss  Janet  Kalashian,  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Miss  Marian  G,  Todd 
one  of  our  most  experienced  assistants,  reached  retirement  age  at 
the  end  of  October,  but  was  permitted  by  the  Mayor,  under  Chapter 
749,  Acts  of  1963,  to  remain  a few  months  longer. 

We  are  grateful  to  them,  as  to  the  other  member-s  of  the  staff 
to  the  custodian  John  Szymura  and  to  each  of  the  substitutes  for 
the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  shown  in  the  very  busy  year  just 
passed. 

We  hope  that  1965,  with  its  many  serious  challenges  will  bring 
broader  opportunities  for  library  service  to  the  community.

With  reference  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  there  have  been  -t 
a number  of  matters  that  I have  been  engaged  with,  several  of 
which  suits  are  pending  therein. 

In  Newburyport  Housing  authority  matters  I have  corresponded 
with  and  rendered  opinions  to  it,  with  particular  reference  to 
street  lay-outs. 

Correspondence  and  opinions  have  been  handed  to  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners,  as  well  as  to  the  Highway  Department. 

In  the  Tax  Collector's  department  I have  prepared  and  filed 
petitions  to  foreclose  tax  liens  and  have  prepared  deeds  to 
several  properties. 

In  the  department  of  the  Board  of  Health  I have  conducted 
investigations,  conferences  and  correspondence  as  to  sundry 
matters . 

Opinions  have  been  given  to  the  School  Department  on 
miscellaneous  subjects. 

I have  investigated  and  determined  questions  submitted  to  the 
City  by  persons  injured  and  claiming  damage  thereby;  claims  of 
persons  under  Workmen's  Compensation  have  been  processed  by  me; and 
I have  given  attention  to  problems  of  the  Planning  Board,  Fence 
Viewer  and  Building  Inspector.

Centlemen: 


The  gross  expenditures  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for 
the  year  1965  were  $792,724.27.  The  gross  receipts  for  1965  totaled 
$643,452.89,  leaving  an  approximate  net  cost  to  the  City  of  Newbury- 
port  of  $149,271.38. 

Expenditures  for  recipients  of  Public  Assistance  should  show 
a per  capita  rise  during  the  year  1966,  due  to  an  increase  in  the  Cost 
of  Living  Index  which  is  reflected  in  the  current  State  budgetary  pro- 
cedures . 


The  anticipated  net  cost  of  Medical  Vendor  payments,  due  to 
the  eligibility  of  our  Senior  Citizens  in  the  "Medicare”  program,  can- 
not be  estimated  prior  to  the  inauguration  of  said  program. 

The  net  cost  to  the  City  of  Newburyport,  in  all  categories 
of  assistance  including  administration,  should  show  a slight  decrease 
due  to  the  change  in  fiscal  claiming  procedures  of  1966.

REPORT  OF  the  LIBRARIAN 

TO  the  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  NEV/BURYPORT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

During  1965,  the  library  was  open  301  days  with  98,085  books 
circulated  for  home  use.  This  represents  a decrease  of  5,000  books 
circulated  as  compared  to  total  book  circulation  in  1964, 

Adult  non-fiction  circulation  decreased  from  47^  to  46^  of 
the  total  adult  circulation,  the  same  percentage  as  in  1963. 
Juvenile  non-fiction  is  22^  of  the  total  juvenile  circulation.

In  addition  there 
were  innumerable  books,  magazines  and  pamphlets  used  in  the  library 
as  reference  material  by  individual  students  or  whole  classes,  rang- 
ing in  age  from  the  elementary  grades  through  college.

Again 

in  1964  - book 

circulation  increased  P,306  over  19^2,  In  both  of  those  years  - 
local  unemployment  was  very  high  with  the  result  that  there  was  more 
free  time  for  reading. 

In  19^4  we  have  ga.ined  1,  169  books  circulated  in  comparison 
with  19^^2,  Service  in  the  armed  forces  has  undoubtedly  drawn  off  a 
considerable  number  of  young  men  who  would  otherwise  be  using  the 
library.  Our  several  copies  of  "Practice  Tests  for  the  Armed  Services" 
were  in  constant  use  during  1965,  indicating  a trend  which  might  be 
difficult  to  prove  by  statistics. 

The  number  of  card-holding  people  increased  from  15,027  at  the 
end  of  1964  to  15,19^  at  the  end  of  1965  - a net  gain  of  171  despite 
the  cancellation  of  1,933  expired  numbers.  The  number  of  juvenile 
card-holders  increased  by  103  in  the  past  year,  while  adult  card- 
holders Increased  by  69  in  1965.  Newbury  card-holders  total  991, 
at  the  end  of  1965  - an  increase  of  23  over  the  previous  year.  Of 
this  number  675  are  adult  card-holders  (an  increase  of  42  over  the 
previous  year)  and  316  are  children. 

The  total  book  stock  of  the  library  increased  from  106,5^9 
voluriies  at  the  end  of  1964  to  10^,003  at  the  end  of  1965,  Books 
added  in  19f^5  numbered  1,713  while  279  books  were  withdrawn  during 
the  same  period.  The  net  gain  to  the  book  stock  was  1,435  volumes. 

We  repeat,  once  again,  that  additional  book  shelving  or  stack 
shelving  space  is  of  the  utmost  urgency  to  alleviate  the  crowded 
condition  of  our  book  shelves  and  to  function  efficiently. 

The  Children’s  Room  of  the  Main  Library  and  of  the  Emma  L, 

Andrews  Branch  were  much  used  during  1965,  Reference  to  rk  showed 
a marked  increase.  Many  adult  reference  works  as  well  as  magazines 
and  pamphlets  were  kept  on  temporary  reference  in  the  Children’s 
Room  to  furnish  information  for  upper  grade  school  assignments. 
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During  1965  the  Vacation  Reading  Club  had  as  its  theme  "Indians" 
and  174  children  signed  up  for  it.  Each  child  was  given  a paper 
head  band  with  his  name,  and  for  each  books  read  and  reported  on  a 
colorful  paper  feather  was  added.  Fifty-five  children,  15  of  them 
from  the  Andrews  Branch,  completed  the  required  reading  - eight 
receiving  honorable  mention.  Children  wore  their  head-bands  at  the 
party  held  in  their  honor. 

Book  Week  in  November  was  observed  with  special  book  displays 
and  story  hours;  a story  time  for  first  graders,  a story  time 
(morning  and  afternoon)  for  two  groups  of  children  from  St, Aloys ius 
kindergarten,  and  a story  time  for  grades  two  and  three. 

During  National  Library  Week  in  April,  Mrs,  Haley's  kindergarten 
came  for  a story  time;  a pre-school  story  time  was  held,  and  a 
story  tine  for  children  of  grades  one  and  two. 

National  Library  Week  was  observed  with  special  exhibits  of 
new  books,  and  posters  in  a number  of  store  windows:  Chase's  Confec- 
tionary Story,  Kray's,  Fray's  and  the  Premier  Furniture  Store, 

The  Librarian  gave  a book  review  at  the  Newbury  Garden  Club; 

Miss  Clancy  reviewed  children's  books  for  the  Women  of  the  Moose 
and  was  presented  with  a book  for  the  Children's  Room,  She  was  also 
invited  to  tell  Christmas  stories  at  the  Plum  Island  Mother's  Club 
party  featuring  Santa's  arrival  as  the  main  event. 

The  reference  department  in  1965  v/as  the  scene  of  great  activity 
and  was  filled  to  capacity  every  afternoon  and  evening  during  the 
school  year.  Spring  and  Christmas  vacations  brought  a steady  stream 
of  high  school  and  college  students  in  from  morning  to  night.  There 
was  great  interest  in  EaiUNC  (East  Coast  Model  United  Nations  Con- 
ference) which  was  held  so  successfully  at  Newburyport  High  School 
in  the  spring.  For  montlis  ahead,  high  school  students  were  borrowing 
and  reading  books  on  Ghana  and  Finland  - the  countries  represented 
by  ITHS  - as  well  as  many  other  books  on  the  economics  and  problems 
of  countries  throughout  the  world.  Science  and  biology  - biographies 
of  famous  individuals  past  and  present  - Newburyport  history  - 
genealogy  questions  - are  but  a sampling  of  the  variety  of  subjects 
on  which  information  was  sought. 

During  1965  we  borrowed  on  interloan  from  the  Regional  Library 
at  the  Boston  Public  Library  a total  of  144  books,  of  which  10 
were  in  Russian,  The  Newburyport  Public  Library  lent  24  books  or 
reels  of  microfilm  to  Amesbury  Public  Library,  General  Library  of 
the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  the  University  of  Illinois 
Harvard  College  Library  and  the  San  Fernando  Valley  State  College 
in  California, 

A valuable  chest  on  chest  made  by  Abner  Toppan,  part  of  the 
furniture  of  the  Director's  Room,  was  loaned  for  the  summer  months 
to  the  Essex  Institute  of  Salem  for  an  exhibition  of  the  work  of 
Essex  County  craftsmen.  The  exhibit  was  seen  by  a large  mumber  of 
tourists  to  New  England, 

There  were  no  major  renovations  carried  on  as  a part  of  the 
long-range  improvements  to  the  library  in  1965,  Crowded  book  shelves 
have  reached  a critical  point  and  we  urge  that  additional  shelving 
be  provided  in  1966  to  alleviate  this  condition.  New  front  steps 
(main  entrance  and  children's  entrance)  were  a major  repair  at  the 
Emma  Andrews  Branch  Library, 
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A number  of  memorial  books  were  presented  in  memory  of  departed 
friends:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  Carey  and  the  Cahill  family  presented 
gardening  books  in  memory  of  Chester  Saunders;  The  Study  Class 
gave  a beautiful  book  on  England  in  memory  of  Miss  Mary  V/hitney; 
and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Horace  Marvin  (of  Denver,  Colorado)  presented  six 
volumes  of  "Lloyd's  Register"  in  memory  of  Miss  Eleanor  Jones,  for 
many  years  president  of  the  Bethel  Society.  To  these  people  and  to 
the  many  other  doners  to  the  library  we  offer  sincere  appreciation. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  the  valuable  services  of  Miss  Marian  G, 
Todd,  who  retired  October  31,  1965.  She  had  been  permitted  by  the 
Mayor  under  Chapter  749,  Ac^s  of  1963  to  remain  for  a full  year 
after  reaching  retirement  age, 

^o  assistants  were  appointed  to  the  staff  in  1965  - Mrs.  Rose 
Williams  in  February,  and  Mrs,  Eleanor  Peabody  in  November, 

The  Librarian  is  most  grateful  to  each  T.ibrary  Director  and 
ea^'h  member  of  the  Library  Staff,  to  Mr.  John  Szymura,  Library 
contodian,  and  to  each  substitute  for  the  contribution  of  each 
individual  to  our  mutnal  goal  of  providing  good  library  service  for 
our  comm:unity.

Gentlemen: - 

For  the  year  1965  I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  City 
Solicitor. 

This  department  has  processed  many  highway  and  sidewalk  defect 
claims,  and  Workman's  Compensation  cases  and  injury  claims  wherein 
City  Employees  were  involved. 

Appellate  Tax  Board  matters  including  .the  First  National  Stores, 
Inc.,  and  the  Koufman  cases  have  had  further  attention  and  orders 
to  dismiss  were  entered. 

Board  of  Health  department,  - suit  was  instituted  in  one  instance 
and  settled;  I have  submitted  opinions  and  letters  on  various  matters. 

Board  of  Public  Welfare  ,-  I have  had  conferences  with  members 
of  the  department,  attended  to  correspondence  involved  in  many  of 
the  cases,  and  attended  Court  to  prosecute  matters.  In  other  matters 
have  conferred  with  attorney  wherein  settlements  have  been  reached. 

City  deeds  have  been  prepared  and  executed  in  several 
matters . 

In  the  Water  Commissioners'  department  I have  given  opinions 
on  several  questions  and  attended  to  settlement  of  Court  cases. 

An  action  by  Hon.  Andrew  J.  Gillis  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court 
was  successfully  defended  by  the  City. 

An  action  brought  by  Mr.  Raymond  Mace  was  defended  and 
discontinuance  filed. 

During  the  year  suit  was  brought  by  Philip  Goltz  resulting 
from  an  accident  involving  a Fire  Department  vehicle. 

Conferences  were  held  with  members  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Letters  of  opinion  were  forwarded  to  the  School  Department  , the 
Public  Library  and  Housing  Authority. 

Since  the  year  1937  there  has  been  no  consolidation  of  the  City 
Ordinances  and,  in  the  past  thirty  years,  there  have  been  a great 
many  changes.  I believe  that  a new  Consolidation  should  be  made  , 
either  by  a local  attorney  or  by  an  outside  firm  experienced  in 
this  field.  I assume  the  cost  may  be  between  four  and  six  thousand 
dollars .
